Losos, a Professor of Organis- 
mic and Evolutionary Biology 
and an leading ecologist with 
special focus on biodiversity 
and the measurement of envi¬ 
ronmental degradation by 
studying how various species 
react to environmental stress; 
David Keith, a Professor Ap¬

Romney takes a hit from 
the Christian right

PepsiCo says finds trace fungicide in 


CHARLESTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican frontrunner Mitt 
Romney hit a roadblock yes¬ 
terday in South Carolina as 
Christian conservative leaders 
coalesced behind Rick Santo- 
rum in the race for the presi¬ 
dential nomination. 

A group of 155 Christian 
evangelical leaders from 
around the country endorsed 
Santorum, a former Pennsylva¬ 
nia senator, Saturday after 
holding a vote on a Texas 
ranch to agree on a single can¬ 
didate before the January 21 
South Carolina primary. 

"It's a big hit, let’s be ho¬ 
nest," Senator John McCain, 
who recently endorsed Rom¬ 
ney, said on CNN. "There’s a 
very strong evangelical move¬ 
ment in South Carolina, parti¬ 
cularly inland." 

The move by the Christian 
right brought to the surface an 
undercurrent of alarm, if not 
outright hostility, among some 
evangelical Christians over the 
prospect of a Mormon being 
nominated to run against Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama in No¬ 
vember. 

That hurdle to Romney’s 
nomination has come into 
sharper relief as the Republi¬ 
can race has moved out of the 
northern states into the Bible 
Belt, where religion and poli¬ 
tics often make for a volatile 
mix. 

Candidates passed over by 
the Christian right scrambled 
to paper over their loss, saying 
they believed the fight would 
be on the economy in a state 
with high unemployment that 
has struggled to emerge from 
recession. 

"The one consensus was 
nobody was for Mitt Romney," 
said Gingrich, running a close 
second in the polls, on NBC’s 
Meet the Press, adding he had 
strong support from conserva¬ 
tives. 

But Gingrich, who repre¬ 


sented neighboring Georgia in 
Congress, acknowledged that 
the bloated Republican field 
helps Romney. "The only way 
a Massachusetts moderate can 
get through South Carolina is 
if the vote is split, but we have 
six days to make our case to 
people," he said. 

Gingrich and other rivals 
kept their attacks trained on 
Romney’s record as a former 
venture capitalist who they say 
destroyed thousands of jobs 
during lucrative corporate 
takeovers. 

The attacks, including Texas 
Governor Rick Perry’s graphic 
depiction of venture capitalists 
as vultures waiting to swoop in 
and devour weakened compa¬ 
nies, have unsettled some es¬ 
tablishment Republicans who 
complain they are playing 
Obama's game for him. 

"The fact is, if this is a fatal 
flaw, we need to be talking 
about it now, not talking about 
it in September and October," 
Perry told CNN. 

Gingrich echoed that line in 
an interview with CBS's Face 
the Nation, saying, "It’s fair to 
raise the questions now, get 
them out of the way now to 
make sure that whoever we 
nominate is clear enough, pub¬ 
lic enough, accountable enough 
that they can withstand the 
Obama onslaught." 

The candidates face off in 
two debates ahead of Satur¬ 
day's crucial South Carolina 
vote — the first in Myrtle 
Beach today and the second in 
Charleston on Thursday. 

Surveys show Romney 
leading the field in South Car¬ 
olina with 26.7 percent sup¬ 
port, according to Real Clear 
Politics, a website that aggre¬ 
gates poll numbers. He is fol¬ 
lowed by Gingrich at 22 
percent, Santorum at 14.7 per¬ 
cent, Ron Paul at 14.7 percent, 
and Perry tied with Huntsman 
at 5.7 percent. 


orange juice 

CHICAGO - PepsiCo Inc said 
company tests of its Tropicana 
orange juice showed low levels 
of a potentially dangerous fun¬ 
gicide, but levels were below 
federal safety concerns and did 
not pose a health risk. 

The company said in a state¬ 
ment on Saturday it was con¬ 
ducting additional tests after 
the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion announced on Wednesday 
that it would temporarily halt 
orange juice imports and re¬ 
move any juice found to have 
dangerous amounts of the fun¬ 
gicide carbendazim. 

The scare was triggered 
when soft-drink giant Coca- 
Cola Co, maker of Minute 
Maid orange juice, said it had 
discovered carbendazim in 
shipments from Brazil and 
alerted U.S. authorities about a 
potential industry-wide prob¬ 
lem. 

Carbendazim is used in 
Brazil to combat blossom 
blight and black spot, a type of 
mold that grows on orange 
trees. 

But in the United States, its 


use is limited to non-food items 
such as paints, textiles and or¬ 
namental trees, although U.S. 
authorities allow trace amounts 
of carbendazim in 31 food 
types including grains, nuts and 
some non-citrus fruits. 

The FDA said low levels of 
carbendazim are not dangerous 
and the agency had no plans for 
a recall. 


"The results we have to date 
confirm that the levels of fun¬ 
gicide in the imported Brazilian 
juice we tested are below the 
levels the agencies said raise 
safety concerns," PepsiCo said. 
"We will continue to test, as we 
take this matter seriously, and 
we're working aggressively to 
address any concerns."

Hacker says to release full 
Norton Antivirus code 
tomorrow

NEW DELHI - A hacker who 
goes by the name of 'Yama 
Tough' threatened Saturday to 
release this week the full 
source code for Symantec 
Corp's flagship Norton An¬ 
tivirus software. 

"Tomorrow behold the full 


the rest will follow," Yama 
Tough posted via Twitter. 

In the past week Yama 
Tough has released fragments 
of source code from Symantec 
products along with a cache of 
emails. The hacker says all the

ROME (AFP) - A risky prac¬ 
tice by cruise ships of close¬ 
passing the island of Giglio in 
a foghorn-blasting salute to the 
local population appears to 
have contributed to the Costa 
Concordia disaster, officials 
and witnesses said yesterday. 

The 114,500 ton monster 
cruise liner with more than 
4,200 passengers and crew on 
board, sank after hitting a reef 
only 300 meters (985 feet) 
from shore late Friday as it 
passed much too close to the 
shore of the Tuscan island on 
its route to Savona in northern 
Italy. 

Defence Minister Gi- 
ampaolo Di Paola, a former 
Italian navy admiral, blamed 
"gross human error" for the 
disaster in comments to Rai3 
television yesterday. 

"Ships of such dimensions 
cannot sail so close to a coast¬ 
line where one knows there are 
rocks," the minister said. 

Some witnesses said the 
ship was indulging the local 
population with a spectacular 
parade past the island in what 
is known locally as an 
"inchino" or reverent bow, 
with its upper decks ablaze 
with light as many of the pas¬ 
sengers sat down to dinner. 

Adding weight to the the¬ 
ory, the daily La Stampa yes¬ 
terday published a letter dated 
last August in which Giglio's 
mayor Sergio Ortelli thanked 
the Concordia's captain for the 
"incredible spectacle" of a pre¬ 
vious close pass. 

The mayor told journalists 
on the island on Saturday that 
the normal route for cruise 
ships heading north from the 
port of Civitavecchia near 
Rome takes them to within 
three to five kilometers (1.8 to 
3.1 miles) of Giglio. "Many of 
them pass close to Giglio to 
salute the local population with 
blasts from their sirens." 

"It's a very nice show to 
see, the ship all lit up when 


you see it from the land. This 
time round it went wrong," 
said the mayor. 

Yesterday however, Ortelli 
denied that it was a regular 
practice to come so close to the 
island. 

"It's not the practice, or in 
any way a programmed salute 
but always in safe conditions," 
he said. 

Ortelli said some skippers 
of Costa cruise liners liked to 
"pay tribute" to former col¬ 
leagues who have retired to the 
island but that this always oc¬ 
curred in "safe conditions." 

Francesco Verusio, the Tus¬ 
cany region's chief prosecutor, 
said the ship's captain "should 
not have been sailing so close 
to the island" and had him ar¬ 
rested for multiple homicide 
and abandoning his ship before 
all the passengers were off 

He said that the captain had 
"approached Giglio in a very 
awkward manner", which led 
the ship to "hit a rock that be¬ 
came embedded in its left side, 
causing it to list and take in an 
enormous amount of water in 
the space of two or three mi¬ 
nutes." 

Enrico Rossi, the president 
of the Tuscany region, visited 
the island yesterday to see the 
rescue effort at first hand. He 
said he would ask the environ¬ 
ment ministry today to ensure 


that cruise ships adhere strictly 
to navigation rules in future. 

"It's shocking to learn that 
a ship of this size can navigate 
so close to the coast," Rossi 
told AFP, adding that it should 
be possible to balance the need 
to entertain passengers with 
the safety of the ship. 

Two South Korean honey- 
mooners and an Italian crew¬ 
man were rescued yesterday 
from wreck in Italy but emer¬ 
gency services found another 
two bodies, bringing the death 
toll from the disaster to five. 

Rescuers were still hunting 
for more than a dozen people 
missing but they said the 
search in the half-submerged 
ship was highly dangerous be¬ 
cause the decks were at almost 
a 90-degree angle and there 
was a risk that the ship could 
slip off the rocks it had struck 
and sink altogether. 

Fire crew chief Cosimo 
Pulito said rescuers had only 
searched a quarter of the ship 
so far, including most of the 
area above water and some un¬ 
derwater parts, but that it was 
unlikely there were any air 
pockets. 

Enrico Rossi, governor of 
the Tuscany region, had earlier 
told reporters at the scene that 
there were still six crew mem¬ 
bers and 11 passengers miss¬ 
ing. 
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German firm denies 
wrongdoing in breast 
implant scandal 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Ger¬ 
man chemicals distributor 
Brenntag denied any wrong¬ 
doing in the health scandal 
surrounding F rench-made 
breast implants. 

Brenntag rejected as "un¬ 
founded” allegations it 
breached its monitoring obli¬ 
gations with regard to the 
French maker of breast im¬ 
plants, Poly Implant Prothese 
or PIP. 

PIP was shut down and its 
products were banned in April 
2010 after it was revealed to 
have been using non-autho- 
rised, sub-standard silicone gel 
that caused abnormally high 
implant rupture rates. 

"It is still unclear to this day 
to what extent the products de¬ 
livered by Brenntag have been 
at all used in the implants," the 
German company said in a 
statement. 

"If the silicone oils deliv¬ 
ered under the product name 
of Baysilone are part of the 
PIP breast implants, they could 
only have made their way into 
the implant through intentional 
criminal and improper use by 
PIP, as the oils had been 
clearly classified as intended 
for industrial use only," Bren¬ 
ntag said. 

"Silicone oils can be sold 


without restrictions — for sup¬ 
pliers there is no legal require¬ 
ment to monitor subsequent 
use," it argued. 

Indeed, "monitoring by sup¬ 
pliers is also unusual because 
the confidentiality of propri¬ 
etary formulations and pro¬ 
duction processes is common 
practice across many sectors." 

The health scare erupted 
when authorities in France last 
month advised 30,000 women 
with the implants produced by 
the now-bankrupt PIP to have 
them removed. 

Brenntag said that PIP had 
"introduced itself as a broadly 
positioned healthcare 

provider" that sold other med¬ 
ical devices in addition to im¬ 
plants. 

"As a result, there was no 
evidence suggesting that the 
products delivered by Bren¬ 
ntag could be intended for use 
in the human body," it said. 

Furthermore, medical de¬ 
vice manufacturers were sub¬ 
ject to government 
supervision, it noted. 

Brenntag, headquartered in 
Muelheim an der Ruhr in 
western Germany, employs a 
workforce of more than 
12,000 and achieved global 
sales of 7.6 billion euros 
($10.1 billion) in 2010. 


Newborns of mothers 
on antidepressants at 
risk 


STOCKHOLM (AFP) - New¬ 
borns of mothers on antide¬ 
pressants are more likely to 
have dangerously high blood 
pressure in the lungs, accord¬ 
ing to a study published Friday 
in the British Medical Journal. 

Taking so-called selective 
serotonin reuptake inhibitors 
(SSRIs) — such as Prozac — 
after the 20th week of preg¬ 
nancy more than doubled the 
risk, the study found. 

SSRIs are a class of com¬ 
pounds typically used to treat 
depression, anxiety disorders, 
and some personality disor¬ 
ders. 

The study, led by Helle 
Kieler at the Karolinska Insti¬ 
tute’s Centre for Pharmacoepi¬ 
demiology in Stockholm, 
looked at 1.6 million single 
births between 1996 and 2007 
in Denmark, Finland, Iceland, 
Norway and Sweden. 

In the general population, 
the number of newborns with 
the condition is 1.2 in 1,000, 
with a mortality rate among 


babies with high blood pres¬ 
sure in the lungs of 15 percent. 

Newborns of some 17,000 
mothers who filled out pre¬ 
scriptions for SSRIs before the 
eighth week of pregnancy 
showed a slight increased risk 
of having the condition. 

But for 11,000 expectant 
mothers who took the drugs 
after week 20 of their pregnan¬ 
cies, the risk more than dou¬ 
bled. 

Even for this group, how¬ 
ever, the absolute risk for new¬ 
borns remained fairly low: 
about three in 1,000, or a 0.2 
percent, the researchers said. 

Kieler nonetheless sug¬ 
gested that doctors who treat 
depression in pregnant patients 
consider a non-drug approach 
to the condition. 

The drugs analysed in¬ 
cluded fluoxetine, citalopram, 
paroxetine, sertraline, fluvox- 
amine and escitalopram. Flu¬ 
oxetine is better known under 
the brand name Prozac.

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Failed Russian Mars Probe 
Crashes Into Pacific Ocean: 
Reports

LG TV named best 
gadget, Microsoft 
bows out in style 


A failed Russian Mars probe 
came crashing back to Earth 
Sunday (Jan. 15) in a death 
plunge over the Pacific 
Ocean, according to Russian 
news reports. 

After languishing in Earth 
orbit for more than two 
months, the 14.5-ton Phobos- 
Grunt spacecraft fell at 
around 12:45 p.m. EST 
(1745 GMT) Sunday, appar¬ 
ently slamming into the at¬ 
mosphere over an empty 
stretch of the Pacific, Russian 
officials told the Ria Novosti 
news agency. 

"Phobos-Grunt fragments 
have crashed down in the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean,” Alexei Zolo¬ 
tukhin, an official with 
Russia's Defense Ministry, 
was quoted by Ria Novosti 
as saying. Zolotukhin said 
that the spacecraft crashed 
about 776 miles (1,250 kilo¬ 
meters) west of the island of 
Wellington, the news agency 
reported. 

Before the crash, Russia's 
Federal Space Agency, 
known as Roscosmos, re¬ 
leased a map that estimated a 
potential crash zone in the 
middle of the Atlantic Ocean 
sometime between 12:50 
p.m. and 1:34 p.m. EST 
(1750-1834 GMT) on Sun¬ 


day. 

The huge probe likely 
broke apart as it re-entered, 
with the vast majority of the 
pieces burning up in the at¬ 
mosphere, but some big com- 
ponets were expected to 
survive the fiery fall. At the 
moment, it's not clear how 
many chunks of Phobos- 
Grunt survived, or exactly 
where this hail of hardy de¬ 
bris touched down. 

Roscosmos had estimated 
that 20 to 30 chunks of Pho¬ 
bos-Grunt, weighing a total 
of no more than 440 pounds 
(200 kilograms), might hit 
the Earth's surface. Officials 
also stressed that the probe's 
huge reservoir of toxic fuel 
would burn up high over 
Earth. 

While it can be tough for 
observers in the West to vet 
such claims from the Rus¬ 
sians, fears that Phobos- 
Grunt's fall would cause 
dangerous chemicals to rain 
from the sky are probably un¬ 
founded, experts say. 

"They did acknowledge 
early on that the fuel tanks 
are made of aluminum,” Nick 
Johnson, chief scientist of 
NASA's Orbital Debris Pro¬ 
gram Office at the Johnson 
Space Center in Houston, 


told SPACE.com. "Alu¬ 
minum rarely survives re¬ 
entry, so there's no reason to 
really doubt them.” 

Russian officials have also 
repeatedly stated that there's 
little danger of contamination 
from a tiny amount of ra¬ 
dioactive material onboard 
Phobos-Grunt, about 10 mi¬ 
crograms of Cobalt-57 that 
forms part of a science instru¬ 
ment on the craft. 


(AFP) - A razor-thin television 
from LG Electronics was 
crowned best gadget of the 
Consumer Electronics Show 
(CES) and Microsoft was a big 
winner in its final appearance 
at the annual trade event. 

The 55-inch (140-centime- 
ter) TV set set from the South 
Korean electronics giant is just 
0.16 inches (four millimeters) 
thick and uses OLED, or or¬ 
ganic light-emitting diode, dis¬ 
play technology. 

OLED TVs do not require 
backlighting and feature better 
color contrast than standard 
flat-screen LEDs and LG and 
another South Korean titan, 
Samsung, both wowed the 
crowds at CES in Las Vegas 
with 55-inch models. 

A panel of experts from 
technology news site CNET 
awarded the LG 55EM9800 
the title of "Best TV” at CES 
but also named it "Best of 
Show” among the thousands 
of new products on display at 
the four-day event. 

CNET said it gave the nod 
to the LG TV over the Sam¬ 
sung model in part because it 
has an actual shipping date — 
the third quarter of the year. 

When the super-set does fi¬ 
nally hit the market it won’t be 
for just anyone — the 55-inch 
LG OLED TV is expected to 
cost several thousand dollars. 

Microsoft, which has an¬ 
nounced that this year's CES 
will be its last, saw products 
powered by its Windows soft¬ 
ware scoop up a couple of 
awards. 

The Lumia 900 touch¬ 
screen from Finland's Nokia 


was named best cellphone and 
the Envy 14 Spectre laptop 
from Hewlett-Packard was 
tapped as the best computer. 

The Lumia 900, which runs 
on Microsoft's Windows 
Phone 7 operating system, is 
seen as Nokia's bid to break 
into a US smartphone market 
dominated by Apple's iPhone 
and handsets powered by 
Google's Android software. 

The Windows-powered HP 
Envy 14 Spectre is what is 
known as an "ultrabook,” a 
slim, lightweight laptop in a 
category pioneered by Apple's 
MacBook Air. 

The HP Envy 14 Spectre is 
to go on sale in February for 
$1,399. Pricing and availabil¬ 
ity of the Lumia 900 have not 
been released. 

BlueStacks for Windows, a 
program which will ship on 
some upcoming Windows 8 
computers, was named best 
software application. BlueS¬ 
tacks provides access to the 
hundreds of thousands of An¬ 
droid applications. 

Microsoft chief executive 
Steve Ballmer or his predeces¬ 
sor, Bill Gates, have delivered 
the opening keynote address at 
CES for the past 15 years and 
the US software giant has tra¬ 
ditionally had one of the 
largest booths on the exhibi¬ 
tion floor. 

But Microsoft announced 
last month that it is bowing out 
of the show, which attracted 
more than 3,100 exhibitors this 
year, because the January tim¬ 
ing does not coincide with its 
product development calendar.

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Europe divided over bailout fund 
boost after S&P action 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The mass 
debt downgrade of eurozone 
nations has reignited a debate 
over boosting the bloc's bailout 
fund, but governments are di- 
vived over raising their contri¬ 
butions, a senior EU official 
said yesterday. 

"There is a debate. The 
question is still open and there 
is no consensus so far," the of¬ 
ficial told AFP on condition of 
anonymity. 

German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel, whose country was 
spared by the Standard & 
Poor's action, refuses to in¬ 
crease Berlin's share in the Eu¬ 
ropean Financial Stability 
Facility (EFSF). 

Germany, Europe's top 
economy, is already the EFSF's 
main guarantor, which began 
with 440 billion euros but has 
250 billion euros left following 
rescues of Portugal and Ire¬ 
land. 

The fund is now considered 
too small to come to the aid of 
Italy or Spain, the eurozone's 
third and fourth economies, 
which are in trouble, while 
Greece is awaiting a second 
bailout. 

The S&P decisions to 
downgrade nine eurozone na¬ 
tions late Friday, notably strip¬ 
ping France and Austria of 
their stellar triple-A ratings, 
could hit the EFSF's own 
credit score. 


"If nothing is down to com¬ 
pensate (for the French and 
Austrian downgrades), the 
EFSF will lose its triple-A for 
long-term borrowings," the EU 
official said. 

The US-based ratings 
agency had warned last month 
that any downgrade of one of 
the six AAA nations could lead 
to a similar cut for the EFSF. 
The downgrade left four AAA 
nations in the eurozone: Fin¬ 
land, Germany, Luxembourg 
and the Netherlands. 

The EFSF is backed by 
guarantees from eurozone 
states, allowing the fund to 
borrow money from investors 
at cheap rates and then lend 
that money to nations that have 
been shut out of the private 
markets. 

A downgrade would likely 
raise the interest rate de¬ 
manded by investors to buy 
EFSF bonds. 

Eurozone finance ministers, 
in a statement after the S&P an¬ 
nouncement on Friday, pledged 
"their determination to explore 
the options for maintaining the 
EFSF's AAA rating". 

One option, the EU official 
said, would ask the four coun¬ 
tries that are still AAA to in¬ 
crease their guarantees in order 
to replace the two that lost 
their top rating. 

"This poses political prob¬ 
lems," the official said. 


The second option requires 
increasing the EFSF's "cash 
buffer." 

This would require the fund 
to borrow more than it needs 
during bond auctions in order 
to reinvest the surplus in AAA 
bonds, making up for the 
French and Austrian down¬ 
grades. 

In both cases, governments 
would have to ramp up their 
contributions, but Merkel indi¬ 
cated Saturday that a down¬ 
grade of the EFSF would not 
change Germany's contribu¬ 
tion. 

The downgrades "will not 
torpedo the work of the EFSF 
and I do not see the need to 
change anything" about the 
fund, she said. 

A permanent fund, the Eu¬ 
ropean Stability Mechanism 
(ESM), is due to begin operat¬ 
ing in July. It will run in paral¬ 
lel with the EFSF, a temporary 
instrument, for one year. 

The combined capacity of 
both funds is supposed to be 
capped at 500 billion euros, 
but several countries, the Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank and the 
European Commission want it 
to be bigger. 

The ESM's firepower will 
be discussed at a March sum¬ 
mit. 

"A number of political lead¬ 
ers want to discuss the issue 
rapidly," the EU source said.

US: Sudan threats increase 
oil tensions 


KHARTOUM (AFP) - Threats 
and unilateral action by Sudan 
are increasing tensions over 
oil, the United States embassy 
said, urging an agreement with 
South Sudan at this week's 
African Union-led talks in 
Addis Ababa. 

"We are greatly concerned 
by recent Sudanese public 
threats and unilateral actions 
that impede the flow of oil 
from South Sudan, jeopardise 
the viability of the oil sector 
and increase tensions," said an 
embassy statement dated Sat¬ 
urday and received on Sunday 
by AFP. 

It called on Sudan to "stop 
obstructing the flow of oil 
from South Sudan and refrain 
from taking unilateral actions 
that will complicate the nego¬ 
tiations." 


Sudanese officials say they 
are taking some South Su¬ 
danese oil destined for export 
as compensation during a dis¬ 
pute over how much the south 
should pay to use the north's 
oil infrastructure. 

The south says diversion of 
southern oil would be "blatant 
theft." 

Oil is vital to both coun¬ 
tries' livelihoods, and neither 
north nor south can afford a 
long-term disruption of in¬ 
come or damage to its reputa¬ 
tion with international oil 
companies, the US said. "We 
urge both states to agree on 
commercial oil arrangements 
during the upcoming talks," it 
said. 

The latest negotiations on 
the oil dispute and other issues 
are due to begin tomorrow. 


Iran warns Gulf oil states as 
sanctions mount 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran has 
starkly warned Gulf states not 
to make up for any shortfall in 
its oil exports under new US 
and EU sanctions, adding yet 
another layer of peril to the in¬ 
ternational showdown over its 
nuclear program. 

If Arab neighbours com¬ 
pensate for a looming EU ban 
on Iranian imports, "we would 
not consider these actions to be 
friendly," Iran's representative 
to OPEC, Mohammad Ali 
Khatibi, was quoted as saying 
by the Sharq newspaper yes¬ 
terday. 

"They will be held respon- 
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sible for what happens" in that 
case, he said, adding omi¬ 
nously: "One cannot predict 
the consequences." 

The warning comes as Iran 
is being hammered on several 
fronts over its nuclear pro¬ 
gram, which it is defiantly ex¬ 
panding. 

Western sanctions are being 
ratcheted up, shaking Iran's 
oil-dependent economy. 

Furious Iranian officials are 
threatening to close the Strait 
of Hormuz in the Gulf if extra 
sanctions bite, cutting off the 
transport of 20 percent of the 
world's oil.

"So I want to do that for 
girls who come from back¬ 
grounds like my own, who 
have disadvantaged circum¬ 
stances but no disadvantaged 
attitudes or brainpower or 
spirit. I want to give them the 
chance that I was given." 

Winfrey, 58, told the story 
of how she mentioned to Nel¬ 
son Mandela over tea at his 
house one day that she was in¬ 
terested in building a girls' 
school in South Africa. 

The country's first black 
president jumped up and im¬ 
mediately called then-educa¬ 
tion minister Kader Asmal, 
she said. By that evening Win¬ 
frey was in a planning meet¬ 
ing with him. 


"I really thought one day I 
would build a school — I didn't 
mean that day," she joked. 

Speaking at the idyllic cam¬ 
pus of the Oprah Winfrey 
Leadership Academy for Girls 

— which boasts computer and 
science laboratories, a 600- 
seat theatre, a 10,000-volume 
library and even a hair salon - 

- Winfrey defended the idea of 
investing lavishly in a small 
group of promising young 
women. 

The school has faced criti¬ 
cism for focusing on a select 
few in a country that struggles 
to meet basic education needs. 

"How do you end poverty? 
This is how you do it," she 
said at a press conference after 
the ceremony. 

"This is the beginning of 
the ending of poverty. These 
girls have now broken the 
cycle of poverty in their fami¬ 
lies. 

"This model was created 
specifically to say to South 
Africa, if you invest in leader¬ 
ship, not just in schools, not 
just in passing tests, not just in 
trying to get the exams, but 
you invest in leadership, then 
leadership will pay off to your 
communities and to your na¬ 
tion." 

Visibly emotional through¬ 
out the ceremony, Winfrey 
cried as top-10 student 
Mashadi Kekana gave a com¬ 
mencement speech thanking 
"Mama Oprah" for her invest¬ 
ment in the girls. 


But the school has gone 
through its share of crises to 
reach this day. 

Soon after it opened in 
2007, the academy was hit by 
allegations that a dormitory 
matron had sexually abused 
some of the girls. She was ar¬ 
rested and charged, but later 
acquitted in a decision Win¬ 
frey said at the time "pro¬ 
foundly disappointed" her. 

Last year, the school was 
rocked by reports that a dead 
baby had been found in a stu¬ 
dent's bag after she apparently 
hid a pregnancy and gave 
birth in secret. 

But students said the acad¬ 
emy had re-shaped their lives. 

All Saturday's graduates 
passed their end-of-year 
exams and will attend univer¬ 
sities in South Africa, the 
United States and other coun¬ 
tries. 

The campus was packed 
with celebrating families, 
journalists and VIP guests, in¬ 
cluding Mandela's wife, Graca 
Machel, who gave the keynote 
address. 

Mandela, who is increas¬ 
ingly frail at age 93, did not at¬ 
tend. 


Brazil legalizes 4,000 Haiti 
immigrants 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil 
granted residence visas this 
week to 4,000 undocumented 
Haitian immigrants already in 
the country, while vowing to 
crack down on people-smug¬ 
gling from the desperately 
poor Caribbean nation. 

President Dilma Rousseff, 
who plans to visit Port-au- 
Prince on February 1, ap¬ 
proved the move as Haiti 
markes the second anniver¬ 
sary of a 7.0-magnitude quake 
that killed between 200,000 
and 300,000 people. 

Some 15 percent of Haiti's 
entire population of almost 10 
million were either killed or 
displaced by the January 12, 
2010 quake, one of the worst 
natural disasters of modern 
times. 

Brazil's move came in reac¬ 
tion to a large influx of Hait¬ 
ian immigrants, many of 
whom told human rights 
groups they were abused by 
traffickers in Peru and Bolivia 
before being smuggled into 
Latin America's economic 
powerhouse. 


"Those who are already in 
Brazil will receive a residence 
visa," Rousseff s office said on 
its official blog, while stress¬ 
ing this was a one-off move 
and that all Haitians in future 
would require a visa for entry. 

"The government will not 
be indifferent to the Haitians' 
vulnerable economic situa¬ 
tion. But those who don't have 
a visa will not be allowed into 
Brazil," said Justice Minister 
Jose Cardozo. 

He said 4,000 Haitians who 
were in the country illegally 
would receive permanent res¬ 
idence visas, including 1,600 
who had already been given 
two-year humanitarian work¬ 
ing visas. 

The influx, which began in 
February 2010 shortly after 
Haiti was devastated by the 
quake, has been accelerating 
in recent days. 

Most of the incoming 
Haitians have been assem¬ 
bling in the towns of 
Tabatinga and Brasileia in the 
states of Amazonas and Acre, 
bordering Peru. 


Brazilian officials ordered 
tighter border vigilance and 
said they planned to raise the 
issue with their counterparts in 
neighboring Peru, Bolivia and 
Ecuador. 

"We have to crack down on 
this illegal immigration route 
and the action of the coyotes 
(traffickers)," said Cardozo. 

Many of the migrants say 
they had to pay between 
$1,500 and $5,000 to traffick¬ 
ers in exchange for air passage 
from Port-au-Prince to 
Ecuador and Colombia from 
where they trek to Brazil via 
Peru and Bolivia. 

Rousseff s upcoming trip to 
Haiti aims to boost coopera¬ 
tion with the impoverished na¬ 
tion, where Brazil leads the 
UN peacekeeping contingent. 

Brazil has become the 
choice destination for Haitian 
immigrants lured by a massive 
infrastructure and construction 
boom linked to the country's 
hosting of the 2014 football 
World Cup and the 2016 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics.

NFL: Patriots , 49ers advance in playoffs

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tom 
Brady matched a playoff 
record to lead a New England 
victory and San Francisco 
made a triumphant playoff re¬ 
turn after nine years on Satur¬ 
day as both teams moved 
within a victory of the Super 
Bowl. 

Brady became only the third 
NFL player to throw for six 
touchdowns in a playoff game 
as the Patriots ripped Denver 
45-10 and Alex Smith threw 
for three touchdowns and ran 
for another to spark San Fran¬ 
cisco over New Orleans 36-32. 

Both teams advanced to 
conference championship 
games on January 22, needing 
to win next weekend to reach 
Super Bowl 46 on February 5 
at Indianapolis. 

San Francisco next will face 
Sunday’s winner between the 
New York Giants and reigning 
Super Bowl champion Green 
Bay Packers while New Eng¬ 
land will play host to either the 
Baltimore Ravens or playoff- 
debutante Houston Texans. 

’’It’s a one game season,” 
Brady said. ’’It’s all about next 
week for us.” 

Brady powered the host Pa¬ 
triots to their ninth victory in a 
row, with Denver rookie quar¬ 
terback Tim Tebow unable to 
reproduce the magical per¬ 
formance that powered the 
Broncos to an upset of Pitts¬ 
burgh last week. 

’’There are things we could 


have done better but we played 
pretty well,” Brady said. "Our 
skill guys had a great day. The 
offensive line played great. 
The defensive was solid. We 
started pretty fast. It was a big 
win for us.” 

Brady threw a 17-yard 
touchdown pass to Aaron Her¬ 
nandez 3:14 into the third 
quarter to match the all-time 
record of six touchdown tosses 
in a playoff game set by 
Daryle Lamonica in 1969 and 
matched by Steve Young in 
Super Bowl 29. 

It also gave the Patriots 
their highest point total in any 
playoff game and led to their 
most lopsided playoff victory, 
surpassing the old margin of 
25 points. 

New England's Rob 
Gronkowski also matched an 
NFL record with three touch¬ 
down catches in a playoff 
game. He caught 10 passes in 
all for 145 yards. 

Brady completed his first 
eight passes, including a 
seven-yard touchdown toss to 
Wes Welker and a 10-yard 
touchdown to Gronkowski, to 
give the Patriots a 14-0 lead. 

Denver answered on Willis 
McGahee's five-yard touch¬ 
down run to open the second 
quarter. 

But Brady responded with a 
12-yard touchdown throw to 
Gronkowski, a 61-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Deion Branch 
and a 19-yard touchdown toss 
to Gronkowski with five sec¬ 


onds to play in the second 
quarter for a 35-7 Patriots half¬ 
time lead. 

Brady's five first-half touch¬ 
down passes broke Peyton 
Manning's 2003 NFL record 
by one and the second half was 
only about settling the final 
margin. 

At San Francisco, Smith 
tossed a 14-yard touchdown 
pass to Vernon Davis with nine 
seconds remaining to give the 
49ers the deciding points and 
a victory in their first playoff 
game in nine years. 

The Saints, 11-1 indoors 
this season but only 3-3 out¬ 
doors, committed five 
turnovers as single-season 
record-setting passer Drew 
Brees and the NFL's top of- 
fenisve unit could not advance. 

Smith completed 24-of-42 
passes for 299 yards while 
Brees completed 40-of-63 
passes for 462 yards and four 
touchdowns in a losing cause. 

The lead changed hands 
four times in the final minutes, 
starting when Brees connected 
with Darren Sproles, who set 
an NFL playoff record with 15 
catches for 119 yards, on a 44- 
yard touchdown pass that put 
New Orleans ahead 24-23. 

San Francisco answered 
with an 80-yard march capped 
when Smith ran 28 yards 
around the left side for a 
touchdown with 2:11 remain¬ 
ing, but Frank Gore was 
stopped on a 2-point conver¬ 
sion run attempt. 

Brees responded with a 66- 
yard touchdown pass over the 
middle to Jimmy Graham and 
flipped a 2-point conversion 
pass to Sproles to give the 
Saints led 32-29 with 97 sec¬ 
onds remaining. 

But that merely set the stage 
for Davis, who caught a 47- 
yard pass to set up his touch¬ 
down catch and finished with 
seven receptions for 180 yards. 

"We got the look with Ver¬ 
non and he made a nice play 
that got us into field goal 
range... then Vernon made a 
great catch in traffic for the 
touchdown,” Smith said. 

Smith connected with Davis 
on a 49-yard touchdown pass 
to open the scoring 12:52 into 
the first quarter and boosted 


the 49er lead just 87 seconds 
later when he found Michael 
Crabtree on a four-yard touch¬ 
down pass. 

But Brees rallied New Or¬ 
leans, throwing a 14-yard 


touchdown pass to Graham 
with 9:32 to play in the second 
quarter and a 25-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Marques Colston 
5:23 later to pull the Saints 
within 17-14 at half-time.

"I’m not as concerned about 
me,” Paterno said. "What has 
happened to me has been 
great... I’ve had a wonderful 
experience at Penn State. I 
don’t want to walk away from 
this thing bitter. I want to be 
helpful.” 

Paterno revealed he was in 
his pajamas when an assistant 
athletic director came to the 
door, handed Paterno’s wife 
Sue a slip of paper with the 
telephone number of John 
Surma, the vice chairman of 
trustees. Paterno dialed the 
number. 

”In the best interests of the 
university, you are termi¬ 
nated,” Surma told him. 

He hung up, told his wife 
and she called back, saying, 
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"After 61 years, he deserved 
better.” 

Paterno won more games 
than any other coach in history 
and the gridiron team's fame 
helped enlarge the university, 
its reputation and academic of¬ 
ferings. 

"Whether it’s fair I don’t 
know, but they do it,” Paterno 
said. "You would think I ran 
the show here.” 

Many people did think that, 
which made Paterno's silence 
in the days after his firing a 
source of criticism. 

"I wanted everybody to set¬ 
tle down,” Paterno said. 

But Paterno also wanted to 
defend himself through talking 
to the Post as he recounted the 
2002 incident when he was 
told by assistant coach Mike 
McQueary about Sandusky's 
alleged actions with a boy in 
the shower. 

"He was very upset and he 
was very reluctant to get into 
it,” Paterno said. "He told me 
what he saw, and I said, 
'What?' He said it, well, looked 
like inappropriate, or fondling, 
I’m not quite sure exactly how 
he put it. 

"I said you did what you 
had to do. It’s my job now to 
figure out what we want to do. 
So I sat around. It was a Satur¬ 
day. Waited till Sunday be¬ 
cause I wanted to make sure I 
knew what I was doing. And 
then I called my superiors and 
I said, 'Hey, we got a problem, 
I think. Would you guys look 
into it?”' 

Paterno arranged a meeting 
between Schultz, who oversaw 
university police, Curley and 
McQueary, who said he had 
given the pair a more graphic 
description of what he saw that 
he had given to Paterno. 

"He didn’t want to get spe¬ 
cific,” Paterno said. 

"I don't know that it would 
have done any good, because I 
never heard of rape and a man. 
So I just did what I thought 
was best. I talked to people 
that I thought would be, if 
there was a problem, that 
would be following up on it.” 
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'The Greatest' remembered at All's 
old New York gym 



NEW YORK (AFP) - In Glea¬ 
son's Gym, under the Brook¬ 
lyn Bridge, everybody 
remembers Muhammad Ali, 
"The Greatest,” one of the 
many champions who have 
passed through this mythical 
New York gym where men 
and women of all ages still 
train and box with passion. 

An unmarked door in an 
unremarkable building in the 
gritty southeast New York 
borough opens into a space 
that just breathes boxing: 


walls covered with posters of 
champions, four rings, heavy 
training bags, speed bags, 
jump ropes. 

The images of Muhammad 
Ali, who many consider the 
greatest boxer in history and 
who turns 70 on Tuesday, are 
everywhere in Gleason's and 
the gym's owner, Bruce Silver- 
glade, proudly remembers the 
ties that unite them. 

"He came up here and pre¬ 
pared himself for the fighting 
that stunned the world,” Sil- 
verglade told AFP, referring to 
the 1964 heavyweight title 
bout with Sonny Liston, which 
made a legend of Ali, then 
known as Cassius Clay. 

Silverglade, now 75, later 
had the opportunity to meet 
Ali on several occasions, and 
came to admire him not just as 
a prizefighter but as a man, 
one who for years now has en¬ 
dured the ravages of Parkin¬ 
son's disease. 


"Ali is different. Everyone 
knows Muhammad Ali. And 
being Ali, the most famous 
person in the world, he is just 
a nice person as he has always 
been. When he comes in Glea¬ 
son's Gym, he makes time to 
talk to everyone, to go around, 
to shake hands,” he said. 

The gymnasium currently 
has 1,050 members, including 
450 amateur boxers. Among 
the 600 people who box there 
for fun are 320 women. And 
for many of the gym's 
denizens, Ali is a source of 
veneration and inspiration. 

Self-proclaimed "The 
Greatest,” Ali was born Cas¬ 
sius Marcellus Clay January 
17, 1942 in Louisville, Ken¬ 
tucky. As a professional, he 
earned 56 victories in 61 
fights, 37 of those by a knock¬ 
out. He is the first and only 
boxer to win the unified world 
heavyweight championship 
three times.

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American football: Paterno speaks out 

on child sex scandal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - For¬ 
mer Penn State gridiron coach 
Joe Paterno, fired in the wake 
of a child sex scandal involving 
an assistant coach, has admit¬ 
ted in his first interview since 
the crisis that he "didn't know 
exactly how to handle it." 

Paterno was fired last No¬ 
vember for not having taken 
tougher action against assistant 
coach Jerry Sandusky after 
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being told about an incident in 
a locker room shower in which 
the coach was allegedly mo¬ 
lesting a 10-year-old boy. 

"I didn’t know exactly how 
to handle it and I was afraid to 
do something that might jeop¬ 
ardize what the university pro¬ 
cedure was," Paterno told the 
Washington Post in an inter¬ 
view posted Saturday on the 
newspaper's website. 

"So I backed away and 
turned it over to some other 
people, people I thought would 
have a little more expertise 
than I did. It didn’t work out 
that way." 

Sandusky, on the Penn State 
University staff from 1969 
through 1999, is facing trial 
after being accused of more 
than 50 counts of molesting 10 
boys over an 11-year period. 
He has denied the charges. 

"I'm sick about it" if San¬ 
dusky is proven guilty, Paterno 
said. 


Patemo's 61-year coaching 
career was ended with a 
phone-call firing that sparked 
a riot around the Penn State 
campus in State College, 
Pennsylvania. 

Bill O'Brien, offensive co¬ 
ordinator for the NFL's New 
England Patriots, signed a 
five-year deal last Saturday to 
become the first new gridiron 
head coach in 46 years for the 
Nittany Lions, replacing 85- 
year-old legend Paterno. 

Paterno was in a wheelchair 
with a broken pelvis and weak 
from chemotherapy for lung 
cancer for the exclusive inter¬ 
view with the Post. 

He said he was "shocked 
and saddened" by the events 
and struggled to cope when 
told of Sandusky's actions. 

"We never had, until that 
point, 58 years I think, I had 
never had to deal with some¬ 
thing like that. And I didn't feel 
adequate," Paterno said. 


Paterno said he can only 
wonder how Sandusky es¬ 
caped detection for so long. 

"I wish I knew," Paterno 
said. "I don’t know the answer 
to that. It’s hard." 

Paterno said he had "no 
inkling" Sandusky might be a 
pedophile but has also said that 
when he learned of the inci¬ 
dent, "In hindsight, I wish I 
had done more." 

Former Penn State athletic 
director Tim Curley and vice 
president Gary Schultz have 
pleaded not guilty to charges 
of perjury and failing to report 
suspected child abuse. 

Paterno forwarded the re¬ 
port to his superiors to meet 
his legal obligations and has 
not been accused of wrongdo¬ 
ing, but his iconic image was 
diminished for not taking 
greater action against San¬ 
dusky, 67.
